No liability shall attach to the NIAGARA FRONTIER FEDERATION OF STAMP CLUBS,its 
Committees or Member Clubs for any loss or damage in this Exhibit arising from any cause 
whatsoever.The Federation shall carry insurance to cover all material from the time of 
arrival to the time of return.fxhibits will be returned at the owner's expense except 

as provided in Rule 10. 


The Entry form must be returned not later than October 5th, in order that the Program 
may be completed by the printer. 


The Exhibit Committee reserves the right to change the classification of any exhibit 
which it considers erroneously classified. 


Exhibitors may enter ONLY ONE exhibit per SECTION,but may enter in more than one section.
